a due puniſhment, yet thoſe ſins which are 
committed againſt the Spirzr , the third Perſon, 
ſeem to have a more ſcarlet dye , and deeper 
tincture of provocation , than other fins ; and 
7 therefore the Holy Ghoſt bears witneſs in-the 
mouth of Feſus Chriſt ; that though every bla«

ſphemy againſt the Son of man , ſhall bee for- 
given, yer there are ſome affronts againſt the 
Holy Ghoft,that ſhal never, Mat.12.31.Undoubt- 
edly the Stoicks Opinion of the equality of all 
ſin, is to be exploded as Antiſcriptural, Some 
fins are as Camels , others as Moats, others as 
Beams, Mat, 7. 3. and fuch are Camels 'and 
Beams, 2s grieve, vex, and quench the Spirit of 
God. 

I remember what was ſaid of old, Pericals- 
ſum eft de Deo etiam vera dicere: and indeed 
chere is ſome kinde of fear upon my ſpiris to en- 
ter 0n compariſons, betwixt Father, Soxn,and Spi- 
ris: Yet we may ſafely ſpeak by Rule, and af- 
ficm, That rhe company of the Spir: is more 
expedient for Believers, whilſt dwelling in their 
earthly Tabernacles, than is the bodily pre- 
ſence of Feſus Chriſt, John 16, 7, 1t @ expedi- 
ent for you that I go away : For if I gowet away, 
the Comforter will not come unto you , but if 1 de- 
part, 1 will ſend him unto you, Mark it, he is cal- 
led the Comforter, by way of excellency, above 
the comfort they had by his bodily preſence, 
He can comfort and aſſiſt Believers in all places 
at once , whereas Chriſts bodily preſence was 
confined to one place, Ir is beyond controyer- 
fie, that the Holy Ghoſt is the choiceſt gift that 
ever deſcended from the boſome of the Father 
and the Son, and reſided among thechildren of

men, We owe our firſt lite to this inſpiration 
of the Almighty; and the better life , the ſecond 
life, the new lifez the new man is created and 
formed by the ſame bleſſed Spirit, He is the 
oreat ſpring of all motions God-ward, he works 
both to will and to do, Here then you ſee how 
diſ-ingenuous it is, toabuſe ſo good a friend , 
and what folly to diſtaſte ſo potent a Perſon , 
who thinks it no robbery to be equal with God, We 
are wont to ſtudy a compliance with any , who 
have obliged us by their reſpects, or who have 
power in their hands tocruſh us in caſe of any 
indignities, we put upon them.

What madnels 1s 
that which the Children of men inherit in all 
generations, whilſt they oppole him , againſt 
whom it 15 impoſſible to prevail * What are all 
the Nations in compariſon of the great God, 
but drops  Yeazthey are nothing, yea,leſs chan 
nothing.Iſe.40.17, Why will the Briars contend 
with the devouring Fire? Why will the duſt of. 
the earth go about ro quench this Fire 2 it will 
burn the more fiercely, Bcleive it,fin receives an 
accent from the perſon it affronts : to ſtrike the 
meaneſt officer is dangerous , but much more

3.Thereis a reſiſtance of (in for high eads,re- 
ſpecting God,and tor lower,reſpeRing ſef.

the ſpirit, Now when men quench the fire , 
or ſuffer it to go our, it is for ſome one, or other 
of theſe cauſes following,

1. Becanſe 'rhey be aſleep. Then their bo- 
Cily {enſes are all bound up, ſo that they nei- 
ther hear, nor ſee, nor tecl any thing. then they

2. In others; Thus they dealt with Fohn 
Baptijt , becauſe he was not onely a | bur 
a burning light, thus with the Witneſſes, Rev, 11, 
becauſe they rormented chem with the heat and 
fervour of their Dorine. Now conſider Sirs , 
whence is it hat the fire of the Spirit ſhould 


ſcqrch * What doth this argue; that thou canſt 
nor 
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not endure the heat and fervour of it, but it is 
ſtill a vexation and torment to thee 2 Is it not 
onely to luſt, chat ic is ſcorching * *Tis ſcorching 
and painful indeed to Luſt , bat not to Grace, 
Oh if there were a gracious frame and temper 
of ſpicit inthee , the (pirit of Grace would not 
bee too hot for thee. 'Tis a ſign thou art too 
hot with luſt and corruption. Sore fleſh cannot 
abide the fire. But a gracious heart loves tt, and 
takes great delight in it, - Did »0t our hearts burn 
within us? (laid they) g,d, Oh how good was 
it ! Oh how comfortable! Saints never complain 
of extreams in grace and godlinels; they. com- 
plain not they are too hot , but rather ſtil]. they 
are too cold; But thou on the contrary art luke- 
warmezand loveſttro be fo. Thou wouldſt be 
neither cold;,nor hots not fo cold as to do no- 
thing, and not ſo hot as to do much, But know, 
that while it.is chus, the ſpirit is quenched in 
thee, -and this is the cauſe of it , and therefore 
Chriſt loathes and abominates thee; becauſe thou 
art luke-warm he will ſpew thee out of his mouth , 
except thou repent. Be zealous therefore and repent , 
Rev, 3.

men damme up their Chimneys, and keep leſs 
fire, When men ſee they ſhall bee rated and 
raxed, and fined tor their Religion, this makes 
them abate of their zeal and fervency of profeſ- 
ſion , and at length give ic quite over, Thus 
the young-man, he came with hot afteQions, 
but when Chriſt told him he muſt ſell all , how 
quickly were they quenched ! He goes away ſor- 
rowful , ſorrowtul that he could not be a Diſci- 
ple at an eaſter rate , upon cheaper terms, Be- 
fore he was jocund and merry enough, when he 
could have his Religion and his eſtate too, bur 
now he was ſorrowtul z forrowful, though hee 
kept his Eſtate , becauſe hee did not keep his 
Religion with.it, and it may be Conſcience told 
him, there would be a {ad reckoning tor it in the 
end , when, becauſe he would not pay for his 
Religion , he ſhould be made to pay for his E- 
ſtate, Oh how vile a thing is this! fer a man 
to prefer his carnal things before Gods ſpiritual!

Then throw away 
the fuel, there's too much praying, and too 
much preaching, roo much adoe in matters of 
Religion, and leſs would ſerve by far, that ſo 
they may ſave their ſweet luſts and corruprions, 
There is a filth:neſs, and ſuperfluity of naughtinefs 
inthe heart of man, Fames I, 21, the ſcumme 
and excrement as it were of a filthy and corrupt

heart and life, Ezek, 24.6, which , before the | 


fire of the ſpirit is kindled , is hardly diſcern- 
able, much leſs ſeparable , it is ſo incorporated 
inro mans nature; but when the fire of the ſpirit 
comes, 
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tomes, it makes it to boil up, fo that it plainly 
appears upon the face of the ſoul; and ſome- 
times God puts ſuch efficacy iato ir, as to 
cauſe it to bee ready to boil over, the fire of 
conviction 1s ſo ſtrong and vehement ſometimes, 
as even to force out a beloved luſt, bur when 
it comes to this, Oh what buſtling is there in a 
corrupt heart to quench the fire, chat ſo the 
luſt may be ſaved ! How many carnal reaſon- 
ings blowing upon the pot to coolit? Whar 
with-drawing ot the fire from the pot , or the 
pot from the fire £ with-drawing of duties and 
Ordinances from ones ſelf, or ones ſelf from Du- 
ties and Ordinances, ſo that the ſcum goes not 
out, but ſticks to the pot, and is boiled ina» 
gain. . Now that you may fee what a vile thing 
this is, to quench the fire of the (pirit, rather 
than the ſcum and filchineſs of fin ſhould bee 
boiled our by it; See how God threatens it, 
Exzck. 24. 6. Woe to the pot, whoſe ſcum is there- 
in, and whoſe ſcum is not gone out of it , therefore 
ſaich God, verſe 11, ſet it empty upon the coals 
thereof that the braſſe of it may be hot and may burn, 
and that the filthincſs of it may be molten in it, that 
the ſcum of it may be conſumed. She hath wearied 
her ſelf with lies , and her great ſcum went not forth 
ont of ber : her ſcum ſhall bee in the fire, Andſee 
the next verſe, where God ſets down the cauſe, 
In thy filthineſs is lewaneſs, i, e, obſtivacy hath 
D been 
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been the onely cauſe that thou haſt not been 
cleanſed, thou wilt not be cleanſed, have kindl'd 
a fire that would do it , bur thoa oppoleth the 
work of the fire, becauſe thou wilt not beclean- 


ſed , and therefore in thy filthineſs is lewdneſſe , 


thouarc come to an height , an exceſs of wick- 
edneſs, Now ſee what God threatens for this, 
Becauſe 1 have parged thee, (1. e. endeavoured, 
uſed means to purge thee) 4nd thou waſt not pur- 
ged, thou ſhalt not be purged from thy filthineſs any 
more , till I have cauſed my fury to reſt upon thee , 
which is the moſt dreadful Threatning in the 
Book of God. Oh think of this, you whoſe 
corruptions are the more exaſperated and en- 
raged, the more light and coaviion you have, 
even ſo enraged , as that when ir comes to the 
point of purging out ſuch a fin, and utter aban- 
doning of it,then you endeavour by ſome means 
or other to put out the light, and flake the heat 
of your convictions, that ſo you may return to 
your former temper and courſe again, 
Sn Ct. 

6, Men quench the fire when it is like to diſ- 
cover them, as in time of war, or when thieves 
areabroad in the night, thoſe that live in the 
Country , either (hut their windows very clole, 
or elſe put out Fire and Candle, that they may 
not finde the way to their houſes, - So Profel- 
{o.$intime of danger, that they may not bee 

x diſco- 
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diſcovered by their light ſhining forth in their 
profeſſion,as formerly,to the Adverſaries of Re- 
ligion , they either ſhut up the Candle ina dark 
Lanchorn, or put it quite out, What for fear , 
and what for ſhame, they are loath tobe known 
to be the ſame men and women that they were 
before , and therefore quench the Spirit, Now 
1s not this a moſt fearful fear £ a moſt ſhameful 
{hame 2 Firſt, as for the fear, is ic not a moſt 
fearful ching 2 a moſt fearful wickedneſs 2 ro be 
afraid of man , and not afraid of God Oh! if 
wedid but conſider it, we ſhould be afraid of 
ſuch fear, ſuch fear as makes one afraid of doing 
his Duty, and nor afraid of ſinning againſt God; 
aS it man could be more terrible than God , as 
if man whoſe breath is in his noſtrils, could do 
as more hurt than che Almighty God. And as 
for the ſhame, is it not a moſt ſhameful ſhame 2 
for it makes one aſhamed of his glory, and to 
glory in his ſhame, as if it were a ſhame to bee 
reproached for doing his Duty , and no ſhame 
to Apoſtatize fromit, As if there were more 
excellency and glory in the wayes of fin, than 
m the bleſſed wayes of God. No wonder there. 
fore, that God hath ſaid, the fearful ſhall lead 
the Van to Hell, Rev. 21. $8. ( Oh mark it) 
and that Chriſt hath ſaid , Whoſoever ſhall be a- 

ſhamed of me, and of my Words, in ay evil and a- 
aulterons Generation , of him alſo ſhall the Son of

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man be aſhamed , when he cometh in the glory of 
hy Father , with the holy CAngels, Matk 8. 38.

7. Menquench the fire, when 'cis like to ſer 
the houte on fire. So Proteſlors, when it comes 
to the fiery tryal , do therefore quench the ſpi- 
rit, Many Profeſſors are not afraid of leſſer 
ſufferings , they can ſuffer many things, as Re- 
proach, Contempt, Impriſenment, che ſpoil- 
ing of their Goods, and yer keep the fire burn- 
ing ſtill, thoſe waters are not able to quench it; 
but when onceit comes to rhe ficry tryal , then 
one fire puts out another , the fire of Perſecu- 
tion, the fire of the Spirit, Many are ready to be 
bound tor Chriſt, but not ready to dye for his 
Name: And therefore Paul {aid to.the Galatiazs, 
have ye ſuffered ſo many things in vain , thar fer 
fear of luffering a little more , yee will give 0- 
ver? and therefore he told the Hebrews, yee 
have not vet reſiſted unto blood. Now ſee what a 
vile thing this is. Had Chri# been ſo choice of 
his blood, as not to have been willing to have 
ſhed it for us, if Chriſt had ſaid : I could be 
content to ſuffer a lictle toſave thele poor Crea- 
turcs, but I cannot dye for them ; Oh ! then we 
had periſhed to all eternity. Shall Chrift ſhed 
his blood for us, and we think much to ſhed 
ours for him ? Beſides, ſhall we quench the (pi- 
rit , rather than to looſe our life 2 ſhall we chuſe 
rather 
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rather to loſe our ſpiritual life, than our natural 
life ? Moreover, is the fire of Perſecution here, 
more terrible chan the fire of Damnation here- 
after? And yet hence it is that many quench 
the,ſpiric, juſt as if a man ſhould cut his throat, 
ro prevent the cutting of his little finger. Oh 
therefore, &c. Better go maimed, with wounds, 
and ſcars, to Heaven, than whole without them, 
ro Hell. 1 bear in my body the marks of the Lord 
Feſus , (aith Paul, if we have wounds and (cars 
in our bodies for Chriſt, they are the Marks of 
Chriſt, it otherwiſe, they are the Marks of the De» 
11, the Marks of the Beaſt, Better bear the 
Marks of Chri# in our bodies , than the Marks 
of Antichriſt, and the Devil, in our Conlci- 
ENCES, 
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Other Cauſes of Quenching the Spirit. The Evil of 
tt, as proceeatng from them, Diſcovered, The 
guilty Expoſtulated with, and Rebaked as be- 


fore, 


S ncr. 1, 
8, En quench the Fire when they are 
warn enough without it, as in ſum- 
mer, and warm weather, tl;ea they ſay , whac 
D 3 needs 
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needs all this fire « 'Tis warm enough without 
fire, therefore put it out. So Proteſlors when 
theyare warm enough without the fire of the 
{pirit, When they can live without the light 
and warmth of the ſpirit, having enough, even 
as much as they can defire in other things , in 
worldly pleaſures, profits , prailcs, formal per. 
formances of Duties ; when they have enough 
in theſe and ſuch like things , then they quench 
the ſpirit, When they can kindle a fire of their 
own, and compaſs themſelves about with ſparks , 
and walk inthe light of the fire, and in the ſparks 
that they have kindled, this they think is far ber- 
rer than the ſpirit, not conſidering that indeed 
It is far worſe, for God hath ſaid , They ſball 
tye down in ſorrow. Behold all ye that kindle « fire, 
and compaſs your ſelves about with ſparks, walk in 
the light of your fire, and in the ſparks that ye have 
kindled, thu ſhall ye have of mine haxd, ye ſhall 
Iye down in ſorrow, Iſa, 50. 11, By Fire here, 
is meant their own righteouſneſs, and the acts 
of it, which may as ſparks be ſtruck torth by 
the power of the Word, and Education, in- 
lightnings of Conſcience , and workings of ſelt- 
love; And ſecondly, outward comforts in the 
creatures, which in this world they enjoy. And 
by their walking in the light of this fire, is meant 
their reſting in theſe things as enough and ſufh- 
cient to make them happy, and therefore they 
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quench the Spirit, As the Phariſees, that going 
about to eftabliſh their own righteouſneſs , ſub= 
mitted not to the righteouſnels of Chrift , they 
ſaw no need of that , chey had enough of their 
own, and therefore oppoſed it. And the youne- 
max, becauſe he had great Poſlefſions, this kept 
him off from cloſing with Chriſt, ſome fire 
there was kindled betore, but now it was quite 
extinguiſhed z having great Poſleſſions , hee 
contented himſclt with thoſe, The Apoſtle tells 
the Corinthians, Now ye are full, now ye are rich, 
yee have Rergned as Kings withent us , 1 Cor. 4. 8, 
therefore they began to ſlight the Apoſtle, and 
to quench the fire he had kindled among them , 
but woeld ts God ((aith hee) that yee did Reign , 
q. 4d, yeare ſo far from that , that ye arc cap- 
tives to your baſe laſts, yee are full, bur indeed 
empty , rich, but very beggars; as Chrift allo 
told the Laediceans, Becauſe thouſayeſt 1 am rich, 
and encreaſed with goods, and have need of nothing, 
and knoweſt net that thou art wretched, and miſera- 
ble,and poorgand blindzand naked, Rev.z.:7 where 
we have the different, nay contrary ju.'geme:t 
of Chrift and the Laodiceans, touching their ſpiri- 
rual ſtate and condition ; They fate down well 
appayed (as one expreſleth it) in the apprehen- 
ſion, nay, admiration of their own happineſs , 
and protefled they had as much as they needed , 
and were as good as they Celire: to bee , when 
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as the Lord, who knew , and could judge bet- 
ter of their condition, paſſeth a peremptory ſen- 
tence to the contrary, that they were wretched, 
and miſerable, blinde and naked : They: wanted 
not wretchedne(s, or miſery , but wanted ſenſe 
of either , and that was the reaſon they were ſo 
content with both , not coming unto Chriſt to 
buy of him Gold tryed in the fire, that they 
might be rich, nor white Raiment that they 
might bee cloathed ( they were warm enough 
without it ) nor Eye-ſalve, that they might ſee, 
they could fee well enough without it, Thus it 
is with many , they need nothing in their own 
apprehenſions, though indeed they have no- 
thing; they fee no evil or danger toward them, 
though they be compaſſed on every (ide, and 
beſer with fins aud plagues. Oh think upon this 
beloved , think upon it ſeriouſly ; What, are 
you warm enough firs , any of you, without the 
Fire of rhe Spiric * Have you indeed as much 
light and hear, as much peace, and comfort , 
and contentment without the Spirit, as you 
might bave with it? Is the Spirit become an 
unneceſſary thing, a meer ſuperfluity to you , 
that of all things in the World, the pitts, and 
graces , motions and comforts ot the Spirit, are 
leaſt wanted, and may be beſt ſpared by you ? 
Oh how unlike unto Saints are you my beloved, 
while you are at this paſs » T har yoo can bee 
con- 
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content to be without fellowſhip with Chrif, 
without the influence of his Spirit , whereas 
they have not been able to bearit ? that you 
can bee content to be without Duties and Or- 
dinances, at leaſt without the powerful breathe- 
ings of the Spirit in them, whereas they have 
not been able to take comfort in the want of 
them © Oh rake not 1hy holy Spirit from mee, (ſaith 
David , lift up the light of thy conmenance upon 
me, &C, My fleſb and my heart longeth , Oh when 
Jhall 1 appear before God ! that 1 might ſee his Pow- 
er aud Glory, as I have ſeen it in the Santtuary ? 
And how like unto the wicked are you, thar ſay 
unto God, and ro Chriſt, and to the Spirit, De- 
part from us, wee deſire not the knowledge of thy 
wates * How like unto the Gaderens that prayed 
Chriſt to depart out of their Coaſts, q. d. it we 
may keep our Swine, we are well enough with- 
out thee, How®ltke unto thoſe abominable 
worldlings, Matth. 22. that were content with 
their Farmes,and their Merchandize,and Wives, 
without the Wedding Supper « Oh my Bre- 
thren, what can you think of your ſelves while 
'ris thus: Do yeec think yee are Saints 2 See 
then who you are likes fee I ſay, who you are 
like: Are you like unto David ? "are you like 
unto Paul 7 are you like to the Spoeſe in the fifth 
of the Canticles * Was David well without the 
Spirit z was Paw? was the Spoyſe in the Can- 
ticles? 
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zicles ? did not her heart fail within her 2 did 
ſhee not riſe did ſhee not riſe by night £ and 
{eek him whom her ſoul loved , when hee was 
gone? I wonder then you can think you are 
Saints; Saints ? nay, you are very Hypoctites , 
you are very Gaderens, There are none thac 
can live contentedly without the ſpirit , but Sr, 
Earihlings , St. Worldlings , St. Senſualiſts, St, 
Formaliftis, Therefore Conſider. This the 
eighth particular,

9. Men quench the fire when there is no 
more work to bee done by itz when men have 
ended all their work , and have nothing to do, 
they pur out the fize. And fo Proteſlors,when 
there is no more work to be done by the ſpirit, 
then they quench it. When men have their 
peace to make with God, and their calling and 
election to make ſure , as intime of ſome grear 
danger, or ſickneſs, or terrible conviction of the 
unſoundneſs of their ſpiritual eſtate; ohthen 
they will cheriſh the ſpirit, are afraid of ſlight- 
ing any good motions, are very tender and {cru- 
pulous, make conſcience of all their waies , ſtir 
up themſelves to Praying, Reading, Hearing , 
Meditating, attend the Ordinances, frequent 
the Aſlemblies, call upon others ro admoniſh , 
counſel, comfort them , ſend for them to Pray 
with them, and for themzand beg them to watch 
over 
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over them, and tell them, if ever they ſee them 
walk contrary to their preſent purpoſes and re- 
ſolution, But when the danger, the fickneſs, 
the conviction 1s over, then they neglect the 
ſpirit, becauſe now they think they have no uſe 
of it. As when men are ſick, they make uſe of 
Phyfick, but when they are well again , they 
think they donot needit, When men have no 
uſe of fire, they ler it go out, and ſo when men 
have no uſe of the ſpirit, when there is no more 
grace to be gotten, no nſore corruption 'to bee 
mortifted, no more Tempration to bereliſted , 
no more burden to bee born , no more work to 
be done for the working bur of their ſalvation, 
but they can goon end-wates in a formal pro- 
teſſhon, without any difficultyz then they neg- 
le& the ſpirit, then they Ciſobey it, and quench 
it, (lighting good motions, neglecting the 
means and exerciſe of Grace, not ſtirring up the 
eift they have received, becauſe they can do 
well enough without it, there's nothing more 
to be done by it, Now conſider Sirs; confider 
I beſeech you , what a ſtrange thing this is. 
Whar ! nothing to be done by the ſpirit « why 
there's nothing can be done without the ſpirix, 
Oh how is it, thou ſhould'ſi ſee no uſe of the ſpi- 
rit, when as thou haſt uſe of it for every thing 
All the good the Saints have, they have ic from 
the ſpirit, and all the good the Saints do, they 
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do it by the ſpirit ; there's never a Grace they 
exerciſe, bur it 15 a fruit of the ſpirit, Gal. 5.22, 
never a corruption they mortifie, bur it is by the 
ſpirit, Rom.8,13, Grace isa neceſſary good (as 
I have ſometimes ſhewn you} neceſlary tor e- 
very duty, agiinſtevery (tn,every tempration , 
every affliftion , and the motions of the (piric 
are neceſſary for the ating of Grace, Not by 
might , nor by power, but by my Spirit , ſaith the 
Lord, What, doth this argue therefore that 
thou ſhould't have no more work to be done 
by the ſpirit , but either the bruitiſh folly and 
Ignorance , or groſs ſtupidity and ſortiſhneſs of 
thy heart « Why conſider, what canſt thou do 
without the ſpirit  canſt thou believe? canſt 
thou repent £ canſt thou deny thy ſelf without 
the ſpiric? canſt thou mortife any luſt 2 canſt 
thqu exerciſe any grace 2 canſt thou think any 
good thought without the ſpirit ? nay further, 
canſt thoy pertorm any duty 2 canſt thou pray ? 
canſt thou hears canſt thou meditate? canſt 
thou do any of theſe without the ſpirit? or if 
thon canſt, yet conſider, canſt thou da them ac- 
ceptably without the ſpirit « Will God, that 1s 
a Spirit , and requires t9 be worſhipped 1n ſpirit 
and tn truth , be ſatisfied with the fleſh inſtead 
of the ſpirit * will God accept of ſpiritleſs pray- 
ing ? will God accept of ſpiritleſs hearing ? ſpi- 
r1tleſs performing of ſpiritual duties * nay fur- 

ther 
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ther yet, conſider, will God accept of thy buy- 
ing, ſelling, building, planting without the ſpi- 
rit? is not the plowing of the wicked fin, be- 
cauſe without the ſpirit * Now if thou canſt nor 
do theſe without the ſpirit, how canſt thou do 
the other 2 if thou canſt not buy and ſell , how 
canſt thou pray without the ſpirit ? if thou canſt 
not do any thing of thy particular calling with- 
out the ſpirit, how canſt thou do any thing of 
thy generals Again, was ſomething to be done 
by the ſpiritin time of danger , and is there not 
as much to bee done by it in time of fatety * 
hadſt thou work for the ſpirit in time of fick- 
neſs, and haſt thcu none in time of health ? 
Could'ft thou not make thy peace without the 
ſpirit, and doſt think thou canſt keep it without 
the (piric ? could'ſt not tell how to want with- 
out the ſpirit, and canſt thou tell bow toabound 
without it ? could'ſt not tell how to bee fick 
without the ſpirit , and canft thou tell how to 
be well without it? and for this reaſon, wilt 
thou negle&, wilt thou flight, and quench the 
ſpirit? Is it not as hard to exerciſe grace in one 
condition as in another 7 in time of peace as well 
aS in time of trouble and danger ? in health, as 
well as in ſickneſs? in abundance, as well as in 
want 2 See thy folly therefore , ſee what a ſtu- 
pid ſortiſh heart thou haft, in that thou quench- 
eſt the ſpirit, as having no more work to bee 
done by it, Sect,

10. Men'ſuffer the fire to go out, when theit 
minds are taken up abour other things , and 
they do forgetit, So profeſſors our of fintull 
forgettulneſs do ſuffer the fire of the ſpiric ro 
be quenched in them, Their mindes being ta- 
ken up with vanities , and trifles , and earthly 
things, they do not think of the exerciſe of 
grace, and pertecting of holineſle, UWMartha , 
Martha, (aith Chriſt , Thou art careful, and trou- 
bled about many things, but one thing i neceſſary , 
and thou haſt no care of that, So'tis with many , 
they minde every thing, but neglect the main z 
while they are bulying chemlclves inordinately 
about earthly things, they neglect the heaven- 
ly, never thinking in the mean whnle, how cor- 
ruption grows, and grace languiſheth and de- 
cates, how they looſe their firſt Love , aud fall 
from their firſt works. This then being a cauſe 
of quenching the ſpirit ; Oh reflect upon your 
ſelves, and think of the home-application of 
that dreadtul place to your ſelves , Row.s8. 5, 
What if it ſhould be true of any of you , which 
he there ſaies, That they that bee after the fleſh , 
do minde the things of the fleſh? What it this 
minding the things of the fleth , with a neglect 
of the things of the ſpirit , (ſhould prove you to 
be after the fleſh, and not after the ſpirit * rhar 
's, to bee altogether carnal , altogether Po 
the 
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the power of {in and corruption? Surely, they 
that are after the Spirit , 7. e, they that are (p1- 
ricnal, they that are regenerate and ſanRtitied , 
they do minde the things of| the ſpirit , they do 
not ſo minde other things, as to forget the things 
of the ſpirit, they remember to keep in the 
fireof the ſpirit, and not let it ordinarily go 
out through forgetfulneſs of it. The Prieſts and 
Levites in the Temple, were to watch continu- 
ally, to keep the fire of the Altar that came 
down from Heaven burning , when it began to 
decay , they were to renew it again, and never 
to ſuffer it togo out, And fo thou, it this fire 
of the Spirit come down at any time into thy 
heart , God requires thou ſhouldeſt bee conti- 
nually watching and attending it, that ſoit may 
never go out again, but bea fire burning there 
toall eternity, But Oh ! how often doſt thou 
forget ? and this forgettulneſs is out of remem- 
brancez thou remembreſt the things of the fleſh, 
and the things of the world , and therefore for- 
getteſt the things of the Spirit : While thou art 
careful and troubled about the many things with 
Martha, thou torgetteſt ro take care of the one 
thing neceſſary viith Mary, How often is the fire 
of the Spirit quenched in thee e're thou art a- 
ware * e're thou canſt bethink thy ſelf, or recol- 
le thy thoughts , they being ſo incent upon o- 
ther things in the mean while £ Now what doth 

this 
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this argue,but that thou doſt not prize it as thou 
(hoaldeſt * it chou didſt, thon couldſt not for- 
getit, at leaſt ſo trequently and ordinarily as 
chou doeſt. Can 4 Maid forget her Ornaments ? 
ſaith God, yet my People have forgotten mee, days 
without number , Jer. 2. 32. 4.4, It I were bur 
ſo much to you, as toys and rrifles are to a 
Maid , you would not forget me, and yet you 
forget me ordinarily , days without number. A 
godly man may ſometimes torget , ( though 
that is no part of his godlineſs)but you have for- 
gotten me dates without number, Oh confidet 
Back-ſlider, conſider, canſt thou tell che hours, 
the dayes, the weeks, not to ſay the years, that 
thou haſt been unmindtu] of the Spirit £ Oh 'tis 
time out of minde that thou haſt torgotten the 
Spirit, that thou baſt negleded the keeping of 
thy heart, the ſearching andtrying of thy ways, 
the caſting up of chy accounts; whereas here- 
cofore , not a day could paſſe without minding 
theſe, and minding them as thy main bufineſs, 
And what haſt thou been minding all this while, 
but vanities, and trifles, things not worthy of ſo 
much as a ſerious affectionate thought , much 
leſs of ſo many as thou haſt ſpent upon them, and 
that infinitely withour number, See thy wick- 
edme(s therefore in that from hence it is , thzr 
thou haſt quench'd che Spirit, 
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IKnC Tr. 

11. Men quench the fire , when they have a 
minde to plealure others, that are offended with 
che heat of it, and therefore would have them 
put it out, And ſo many proteſlors, to pleaſure 
and gratife carnal Friends, whom they inordi- 
narely love, and wicked and ungodly men, of 
whom they ſtand in awe, that are offended at 
their zeal and fervency of ſpirit in the waies of 
God, do quench the Spirit. Some (o far as not to 
make a Protefſion ar all, as thoſe Rulers, of 
whom tis ſaid , that they believed, but for fear of 
the Phariſees durſt not confeſs Chriſt , leaſt they 
Jhould be put ont of the Synagogue, Fohn 12. 42+ 
And others ſo farre as not ro make a Profteſſhon 
for a time, as Peter, who betore that certain 
came from Fames, did eat with the Gentiles, 
but when they were come, hee with-drew, and 
ſeparated himlſelt, tearing them of the Circum» 
cition, Gal, 2.12. And other Fews (the Apoſtle 
taith) diſſembled likewiſe with him, inſomneh that 
Barnabas alſo was carryed away with thetr d1ſfimmne 
lattoz, wer, 13. Thus many when falſe Teachers 
come in, {as thoſe, for inſtance, amongſt che Pa- 
pifts, like thele of the Circumciſion ) that are 
for Ceremonies, and a deviſed Worihip of their 
own , for fear of diſpleating and angering them, 
for fear of making them their enemies, they be»

yet alittle more flamber firſt, yet a little more 
folding of the hands to ſleep, he turns as 4 door 
wpon the hinges, ſtill hangs inthe ſameplace, 
and cannot be gotten off, and theretore for that 
time cannot tend che fire, So when a perlon is 
eating or drinking-a4tle more than is fit , con- 
ſcience tells him of it:; burhe is loath 10 put the 
kmfe to his throat , and lo quencherh the Spirit, 
Though the Spirit ſav , it is enough, yet luſt is 
craving , .and therefore to ſatisfie luſt for that 
time, he goes againſt Conſcience. So for ſtay- 
ing in company at unſeaſonable hours , the Spi- 
rit ſays, *cis time to break up and be, gone, but 
he is loath to leave his company, and {o quepch- 
eth the Spirit. So when at work in thy particu- 
lar calling, and thou haſt wrought the tull time, 
Conſcience puts thee in minde of the duries of 
thy general Calling , as Prayer in the Cloſct , 
in the Family, &c.. bur thou art loath to give 0- 
ver, and for that reaſon quencheſt the Spuir, 
Oh conſider of this, how otten, how many times 
a day , thoudoſt thus quench the Spirit £ And 
what doth this argue , bur that luſt is dearer to 
thee than the Spiric? And whata vile thing . it, 
'C enat 
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that thou ſhouldeſt take more pleaſure and con- 
tentment in cloſing with thy luſts, than with 
the motions of the Spirit ? But fo thou doſt, 
and I am per{waded that it is ordinarily from 
hence moſt , that men quench the Spirit,

25.26. a foattitul fer- 
vant is a wicked {ervant, The defire of the [loath- 
fel kills, faith Selomen, tis a bloody, foul-mur- 
dering Jefire , becauſe, he hath'no heart to en- 
deavour aniwerable to his defire. Oh how doſt 
chou reft in thy withings and wouldings, thy 
oc08d meanings, and good defwes © thy half per- 
[.xaſions , and langui thing vellcities , not con- 
fidering they will kill che e, while they ſuffer 
thee tobeidle, and donot quicken thee to et- 
feQual endeavonrs; tolabour and ſtrive, leaſt 
when ttiou haſt done all, thou ſhouldeſt bee a 
cat-zway in the-end # Why doſt thou not con- 
ſider the benefit of diligence-? will not that 
move thee ? nor 'the d:nger of ſloathtulneſs ?

A 
ſloathful man is Brother toa great wafter, and fo 
art thou. Some quench the Spirit by doing e- 
vil, but thou by doing nothing ; ſome by com- 
miſſions , but thou by Omiſſions. See thy vile- 
nels therefore in that trom a ſpirit of ſloathful. 
nels it is that thou doſt quench the Spirit, And 
thus I have ſhewn you the evil of Quenching 
the Spirit from the cauſes, whereof it is an Et-

Effects, whereof it is a Canſe, The firit Effet# 
of Quenching the Spirit, It grieves the Spirit, 
Inſtances of it, is the Old Worlds quenching 
the Spirit , andin the [{raelites quenching the 
Spirit, Not onely the wicked, but the godly , 
do thus (ſometimes) grieve the Spirit. That 
quexching the Spirit grieves the Spirit , further 
proved. —_ for the proof of it mention- 
ed in particular, The Arguments applyed. The 
Evil of quenching the Spirit in this reſpett,Eph, 
4+ 30. The evil of grieving the Spirit, from 
thence argued. The evil of quenching the Spirtt, 
thereby aiJcovered, Thoſe that quench the Spirit, 
thereupon expoſtulated with, and retuked,

Aving ſhewn you the evil of quenching the 
Spirir, from the Cauſcs, whereof it 1s an 


Effedt, I ſhall now proceed to ſhew you theevil 
otit, from the Ffeds, whereof it isa Cauſe, 
As it iSan evil Effect of a manitold evil Cauſe, 
ſoit is ancvil Cauſe of a manifold evil Effe&. 
And therefore as by conſideration, the ſeveral 
evils that it comes of ; So likewiſe by conſider. 
ing the ſeveral evils that come of it : you may 


ſee 
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ſee what abundance of evil there isinit, For as 
I (faid before) ſuch as the caule 1s, ſuchis the 


_ effect ; ſo I ſay here, ſuch as the effect is,ſuchis 


the canſe : and therefore the effeRs of quench» 
ing the Spirit, being evil; Quenching of che 
Spirit that is the cauſe of them , muſt needs be 
evil too. And it 1s in reſpect of theſe that I am 
now to ſhew you the evil of it, I defire you 
will mark itfirs : Hitherto I have ſhewn you 
what evil there is in it, in reſpe@ of the evils 
that it comes from; but now I am to ſhew you, 
what evil there is in it , in refpe# of the evils 
that come from it, See then the miſchievous 
effects of this quenching of the Spirit , and you 
will thereby further ſee what an evil thing it 
IS,

Now the Effe4ts of it are ſuch as theſe, 

1. 1t erieves the Spirit, An Inſtance whereot 
we have, in the 0/4 #orlds quenching the Spirir. 
God ſtroye with them by the Spirit a long time, 
but they ſtill quench'd it, inſomuch that (ar 
length) God ſaid , his ſpirit ſhould not alwaies 
(chus) ſtrive (in vain) with them, becauſe they 
were ftill fleſh, 1, e. dire&tly oppoſite and con- 
trary to the ſpirit, (for ſo fleſh and ſpirit are : 
theſe are comtrary one to the ather,Gal. 5. 17,)they 
were altogether incorrigiblez the light of the 
regenerating Spirit being quite extinguiſhed in 
them , 
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them, and all its power ſmothered up; where- 
by the external action, and rhe benefit thereof 
was in vain employed adout them, ({o Dzodar,) 
Now ſee how this grieved the Spirit; verſe 
5, 6. Ana God {aw that the wickedneſs of 74K Was 

reat inthe earth, and that every imagination of 
the theughts of his heart was onely evil continually, 
and it repented the Lord that he had made may on 
the Earth , and it grieved bim at his heart, Why 
{o, but becauſe he had made them; yea, and 
endeavoured to mend them too : He cndea. 
voured to new-make them, but they were 
marred in his hands; as Jer, 18, 4. The weſſel 
was marred 1n the hand of the Potter ; and this 
grieyed him at the very heart, 
SUCY. 3, 

Another inſtance of it we have in the 1/7ac- 
{ites quenching the Spirit, God gave them hi; 
good Spirit to tnſtruct them , but they conti- 
nually quench'd ic, This you have Neb, g, 20, 
Thaw gaveſt alſo thy good (pirit to inſtrutt them ;; 
wevertbeleſs, they were, diſobedtent , and rebelled 
againſt thee ; verſe 26. Now how this grieved 
the ſpirit , you may lee, Pjsl, 95, io. They 
quenched the Spirit ſo otren, and ſo long , thar 
God there faith ; Forty years lozg was 1 grieved 
with this Generation and theretore allo adds : 
It is a people that ao erre inthetr hearts, they have 
uot known my rages, But how was that, that 

ney 
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they did not know his waies 2, Did they not 
know ? Did not Iſrael know ? faith the Apoſtle : 
Yes verily 3 But to 1ſrael he faith: AL the day 
long have I firetched forth my hand to a diſobedient 
and gain-ſaying People. So that they knew,but by 
their.rebellion and diſobedience they quenched 
the light and tervour of their knowledge, io 
that it was a fruitleſs and ineffeftual knows 
ledge , andſuch knowledge is in Gods account 
as no knowledge, And hereby they not onely 
erteved, but vexed his holy ſpirits as 1ſa, 63. 10, 
they rebelled and vexed hu holy Spirit; Now 
vexing (you know) is the excels of grief, to 
thew that, he was grieved to the uttermoſt , 
grieved at the very heart (as was ſaid before) yea, 
even heart-broken, as the expreſſions, Exch, 6. 
9.1 am broken with thetr whoriſh heart,

And thus not onely wicked perſons, that are 
in an unregenerate ſtate , in the gall of bitter- 
neſs , andin the bond of iniquity, having no real 
work of £race upon their hearts, do. grieve the 
Spirit, but cyen the godly too ſometimes : as 
you may lee in the Spoyſe , Cant. 5, 6, Chriſt 
came with greateſt tenders Of love, knocking at 
the door, and calling to her , Oper ts me my Sis 
ſter, my Love, my Dove, my undefiled, for my head 
filled with dew, and my locks with the drops 
of the night, white 1 ſtand knocking here 

at 
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at the door. Oh how deſirous was he of com- 
munion with her ! But mark now, the drowſie 
Spouſe lights this motion, and ſo quencheth 
the Spirit. 1 have put off my coat (ſaith ſhe) and 
how ſhall 7 put it on ? qd. I know not how to 
riſe. But what followed upon this 4 why the 
Spirit was ſogrieved , that he withdraws pre- 
ſently, 7 opened ro my beloved ((aith ſhe) but my 
beleved had with-drawn himſelf, and was gone - 
and then 7 ſought him (ſaith ſhe) but could not 

finde him, 1 called him, but he gave me n8 anſmey. 

He was ſogrieved that he would take no notice 
of her. Thus Chriſt comes many times to your 
hearts, ſaying as to thoſe Laodiceans, Rev, 3, 20, 
Behold ! 1 ſtand at the door and knock ;, if any man 
open ts me; If thou luke-warm Proteſſor , thou 
Hypocrite , thou Formaliſt; it thou wilt open, 
eyen thouz then will 1 come in, and thou halt 
ſup with me, and 1 will ſup with thee: Bur thou 
wilt not open to him, and therefore he goes a- 
way, and will have no communion with thee, 
By this you ſee then that quenching of the ſpi- 
rit, grieves the ſpirit,

The ſecond Effett of quenching the ſpirit, Tt gives 
advantage to corruption, Hence it is that cor- 
ruption is ſo powerful and prevalent. There is 
nothing to hinder it , the ſpirit being quenched, 
Hence it is that it Retgns fill in ſome , aud Ty- 
rannizeth tn others. The Evil of quenching th:

Thou wondereſt it may 
be, that thy luſts are lo potent and prevalentin 
thee; Nog the out-breaking of th y corruptions, 
is like [3 ie breaking forth of mighty Waters, 
that ruti'wich ſuch force , as nothing is able to 
ſtop them ; nor light,. nor knowledge, nor con- 
victiohs, nor perſyr afions, are able to ſtop the 
Current ; but they bear down all before them, 
Time was, when thou couldſt deny thy (cl, bur 
now thou canſt hardly deny thy lelt in any 
thing ; thy corruptions will not be ſaid nay ; 
and therefore haſt chy converſation” according ts 
the courſe of this world, in the luſts of the fleſh, 
fulfilling the deſires and wills of the fleſh, and of the 
minde, Epheſ. 2. 3. Thou hadlt e caped d the 
pollutions of the world, through the knowledge 
of the Lord and Saviour Jeſus Chr iſt; but now 
art again intangled rherein, and overcome , and 
thy latter end is worle with thee, thag thy dCe 
vinigg, Thou wondereft at rhis it may bee ,

The 
word for worketh , ſignifies a working with eff - 
cacy ; ſncha workitg as notes the moſt lively 
aQtvity that may be - and not onely ſo, but 
the moſt powertul and forcible efficacy , to the 
bringing forth of that which it worketh ; and 
therefore is rendred effeFual, Fam.. 5. 16. Thus 
ſaith the Apoſtle,zthe Devil works;and he works, 
(faith he) effeually: but in whom? why in 
the Children of diſobedience (fairhhbe) thar is , 
ſuch, as by their diſobedience quench the ſpirit; 
ſuch as not onely negle&t, but diſohey the mo- 
tions of the Spirit in them, and thereby quench 
it : he works effeQually inſuch , for they obey 
his commands, they do his deeds , and fulfil 
his luſts,-Fohs 8. 41-—44. werſes, So 3 Timm. 2. 
26. That they may recover them[elves owt of the 
ſnare of the Devil, who are taken captive by ſin at 
hs will, He hath them ia his ſnare, and he takes

them , as a Fowler doth the birds he hath got- 
ten into his ſnare , when he pleaſeth, He hath

not recover themſelves out of it, but are taken

Man at firſt was-made a little lower than the 
Anzels , bur by fin he is made a great deal low- 
er than the Devils, being given up of God to 
wicked Angels, evil Spirits, to be brought in- 
to ſubjection and bondage by them. Leaving 
God his onely Soveraign he hath brought this 
bondage upon himſelf, to be given up by God 
to his greateſt enemy che Devil; and that ac- 
cording to that Law, 2 Pet. 3. 19, Of whom

a man is.overcome , of the ſame he is brought ant0 
bendage. This js the. Law according to which 
God doth deliver man into the hands of Satan, 
Becaule as 'tis ſaid, Dent. 28. 47, '48, Becauſe 
thos ſervedſt not th”: Lord thy God with joyfulneſs , 
and with gladreſs of heart , for the abundance of all 
things ; therefore ſhalt thou ſerve thy exemies in 
hunger,\and an thirſt, and'in nakedneſs, and in the 
wart of all things ; and he ſhall put a yoak of Iron 
pon thy neck ,: until. be have deſtroyed thee, Even 
to, becauſe thou wilt not. ſerve the. Lord with 
Willingnefle, and readinefle , and cheartulnefle; 
buc rebelleſt againft'him, and quencheſt his Spi- 
ritz theretare, he gives thee up to Satan thy 
wor ft enemy, to lerve; him 1n nakedneſſe, and 
hunger, and thirſt, and;want of all things, to

God gives up thy:ſoul and bogy to him as his 
proper Hoſe, and, all the powers and facultics 
of both ,: as his proper goods, to bave and to uſe 
at his pleaſure, Luke 11, 21, 24. verſ.

12, 44, becaule he findes 1s emp- 
19, ſwept, and garniſhed, that is, not onely void 
of an Inhabitant , -no one dwells there to keep 
him out ; but fitted, and made ready for him 
ſo that he may now more conveniently take up 
his habitation there, than ever he could before, 
Firft, he findes it empty; that is, empty of 
Chrift and his Spirit, who of right ſhould inha- 
bit therez which (if he did) would keep out 
Satan trom making a re-entry: I but now 1t is 
empty ot the ſpirit , to whom, as to the ſtrong» 
er, he had heretofore yeiled the place, but 
ſince, he hath been diſobedient to the ſpirrt » 
quenching the motions z and workings of it, 
and therefore the ſpirit will ſtay no longer, *Ler 
whoſe will dwell in this heart, this froward 
perverſe heart: *Tisno place for me, faith the 
(pirit, Thus he findes it empty. Secondly, lwept 
and garniſhed , that is, made ready to recelve 
him ; all graces, and vertues which are hindran= 
ces and odious to the Devel,being ſwept, that 1s, 
rooted out, and vices eſtabliſhed, and placed in 
their room, and with theſe he findes it garniſh- 
ed, that is, fitted and prepared, to make it a 
more ſuitable awelling place for him , than it 
was before, For the Parable ſpeaks of ſuch as 
have becn delivered from zhe Devils ſpiritual 
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78 of Quenching the Spirit, 
Tyranny , bur by their quenching of the Spiric 
do come to be under ir again, By their yeilding 
to the workings of the ſpirit rogether with the 
word , the Devil was caſt out tor a time: then 
being reſtleſſe ſeeking reſt, but finding none ; 
he reſolves he will go viſit his old houſe again, 
and ſee whether it be ſill at the ſame paſle, as 
it was, when he was farced to leave itz but find- 
Ing it otherwile, viz. that there is nothing of 
the ſpirit cntertained there as formerly, hee 
makes a re-entry and enters not only himſelf, 
but brings many more, and worſe Devils along 
with him , there being tar more room for him 
now , than there was before ; and therefore he 
reſolves to keep a ſtronger Garriſon, and to 
rule with greater rigour than ever.

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84 of Buenching the Spirit, 
careful of thac, becauſe when we are-tempted, 
it isſo difficult a thing not to be overcome by

See then from hence what an evil this 
quenching of the Spirit is , in that it givesan 
advantage to the Devil to tempt thee, And ſce 
what danger thou doſt run thy felt into, when 
ever thou quencheſt the Spiric, Oh! hath 
Chriſt (aid in vain, When ye pray, ſay, lead us not 
into temptation ? is this a needleſle, is this an un» 
neceſſary petition > How doſt thou contradict 
this prayer, Lead us not into temptation , when 
thou doſt lead thy (elf into temptation > why 
conlider, every time thou quencheſt the Spirit 
thou doſt ſo; for thereby the Devil gets an ad- 
vantage to tempt, Thou doſt thereby even 
tempt the Tempter ; and how exceſſively then 
art thou like to be tempted by him?

It Is after the 
working of Satan, He makes them aſſent or dil- 
ſent in their judgements, as he pleaſes; becauſe 
he having blinded their eyes, they cannot ſee 
the difference of things, 1f ovr Goſpel be bid, ſaith 
the Apoſtle., it is hid to them that periſh, in whem 
the Ged of this World (1, e, the Devil) hath blind- 
ed the mindes of them which believe net , leaſt the 
light of the glorious Goſpel of Chrift, who 15 the 1- 
maze of Goa, ſhould ſhine unto them , 2 Cor. 4. 4. 
This is an effeual workingz the Devil does not 


onely tempt them not to ſee, but hee makes

eyes, here we muſt underſtand the intelle&ual 
eycs, the eyes of the underſtanding, that ſeeing 
they might not ſee, and hearing might not un- 
derſtand, Many perſons have great and glori- 
ous things, from time to time, preached to 
them , but have not hearts ro underſtand to 
this day ; but go away as they came, he that 
was ignorant, is ignorant ſtill; and they do not 
conſider what 1s the reaſon of it. Why Bre- 
thren, obſerve it now, this is the reaſon : You 
are under the power and efficacious working of 
Satan, If you do not behold the light ot the 
glorious Goſpel, ſo as ro count all things but 
drofle and dung, in compariſon of the excellen- 
cy of the knowledge of Chriſt, ſo as to leave 
all for it; It's clear that the God of this 
world hath blinded your eyes. You think you 
ſee, as the Phariſees thought they did, bur you 
are ſtarke blinde. Now whence is this, that the 
Devil gets ſuch advantage, as to blinde your 
eyes ? 'tis becauſe you have quenched the Spi- 
rit, See 1ſa. 6.9. See yee rmaced, but percerve 
ne?, 9.4, 1 will no more ſend my Word rocon- 
vert.and fave, but to convince, and condemn

The occaſions by their evil example : the cauſes 
by their 1mticements. axd allurements, or by their 
comniands and threatnings, The evil of quench- 
ing the Spirit in this reſpet? diſcovered, Dutnch- 
ing the' Spirit grves advantage ts the men ; the 
world , to draw others to do wickedly with thems, 
Hereby they have acyantage to tempt , and to 
overcome by tempting. By this means, they have 
advantage to infett with wicked principles, and 
to' ſeduce to wicked pratitces, Herewpon they 
have- advantage to reproach and witifie , and 
ts eppreſs and purſecute thoſe whom they ſoſeduce; 
'Quimching of the Spirit, grves advantage to the 
things of the World, Fhe Spirit betng quenched, 
men will br, and dg any thing, thonth never ſo 
wile, 
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wile, for the getting and keeping of them, Satan 
and his inflrumens, tempt efficiently; the things 
of the world objedtively, ' God made man to be a- 
bove the werld, ſin hath made the world to te a- 
Love man, . The world hath not onely a tempting, 
but a prevailing and overpowering influence.Such 
an inflaence it hath over all the prmers avd fa- 
cnlttes of the /aul , and over all the ſenſes and 
members of the body. Hence men chuſe ſin rather 
than ſuffering , rejet# the Goſpel, are man- 
pleaſers, make ſhipwrack of Faith aud a good 
Conſcience, &c. worldly Lulls. Why ſo called, 
The prevalency of worldly Iuſts s from quenching

Ir is true in- 
deed, they will do wickedly of themſelves, bur 
much more when they h1ve any advantage for 
ſo doing,, from Protefſorss When Profeſſors 
ſhall either not do , what ſhould be done to re- 
ſtrain them, or do, what ſhould not be done, to 
give way to them and incourage them: when 
they ſhall either omir, or commit that which 
proves either an occaſion , or a cauſe of their 
doing evil; an occaſion, as when they give an 
evil example; a cauſe, as when they lollicir, 
and tempt them to do wickedlyy when it is 
thus, that proteſlors carry chemſclves in this 
manner : carnal people, ti:ze men of the world, 
have a great advantage to fin, When they can 
ſig witiout controulz and not onely fo, but 
(tor ought they ſee) even with the good Lking, 
and approbation of thoſe that thould check, and 
reſtiain them z this muſt neccs encourage them 
ro run to all exceſs of Riot, and embolden them 
to commit all iniquiry with greedinels. Now

It he ſee that thou liveſt in as bad, or 
worſe ſins than himſelf, hewill never be refor- 
med) but ordinarily, it is otherwiſe, that you 
do not minde them at all, or not to purpoſe, 
When a man hath no regard to himſelf ;. whar 
he himſelt doth, he bath as little regard to 0. 
thers what they do, Oh ! what advantage have 
a luke-warm,fermal, and profane people, uncer 
a luke-warme, formal, and protine Miniſter / 
What advantage have wicked Servants, under 
a col; and dead-hearted, fottiſh, drunken Ma- 
ſter « W hat advantage have troward and petu- 
lant Children, under a fond and fooliſh Parent? 
If the Miniſter negle& the Word, ſo will the 
People; it he have, quenched the Spirit, fo 
that he is neither cold nor hot, but a midling 
Preacher, - hovering over mens heads in fome 
general things , but never comes home to the 
H 2 Conlcl- 
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Conſcience, to the particular caſe and Conſci- 
ences of his hearers, then they may be and do 
any thing notwithſtanding his Miniſtry ; the 
Drunkard is ſecure, the Adulterer is ſecure, the 
Proud, the covetous Worldling, the Scorner 
and Scoffer at the Wales and People of God ; 
the Formaliſt, the meer Civilliſt yea, the verieſt 
ignorant and protane wretch that is; they are 
all ſecure, and hope to go to Heaven as well as 
the beſt, under ſuch a Miniſtry, So Children 
and Servants ,' if the Father and Maſter have 
quencht the Spirit , '{o that he is Earthly and 
ſenſual, minding onely the things of the world , 
or the things of the fleſh, but as for reading , 
praying, {1nging, repetition of Sermons in the 
Family ; he either alrogether, or frequently 0- 
wits them; or doth but careleſly and formally 
perform them : then they may be any thing in 
che family; then they have advantage of living 
as they liſt, of ſatisfying their luſts to the full 
in ſucha family, lf they be ignorant, they may 
be ignorant (till; it looſe and profane, they may 
be looſe and protane ſtill, it inan unregenerate 
ſtate, having not cloſed with Chriſt, they may 
be there ſtill tor any thing that he doth 10 bring 
them out of it , never dealing with them perſo- 
nally concerning their ſpiityal condition, endea-» 
vouring to make them ſenſible of their loſt cone 
cition withone Chriſt, and ſhewing them the

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way of —_ and ſalvation by him: Thus 
you ſee, if you have quenched the Spirit, then 
you give great advantage to thole of the 
world to do wickedly, as not doing that which 
ſhould bee done to reſtraia, and to reclaim 
them, 

SECT, 4+ 

2- You do that which ſhovld not be done, to 
Bive way to them, and encourage them, When 
the ſpirit is quenched, either you are the occa- 
fons, or the cauſes of their ſinning * 

I. The occaſions by your evil Example, 
Whea the ſpirit is quenched, there can bee no 
$ood example ordinarily, Indeed, an Hypociite 
may a a part for a time, and make a fair ſhew 
in the fleſh; the fire of gifts, and common grace 
in him, being not quenched, may claritie and 
brighten his outward Converſation, but when 
this fire of common grace begias ro be quench- 
ed within , there will ſome darkneſs and black- 
neſs appear without , much more when the fire 
of ſpecial grace is inany meaſure extinguiſhed , 
and the motions of the Spirit neglected ; then 
you will grow light, and loſe, and vain, and fro- 
thy, and unſavoury in your words, and actions : 
and this will be an occafion of ſinning unto 
thoſe with whom you converſe, and to thoſe 
that are under your charge; When they ſce you 
do ſo, and ſo; Why may net wee (ſay they do 
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ſor00? they think they may do the very ſame, 
though perhaps it go ſomewhat againſt Conſci- 
ence, If any warn ſce thee which haſt knowledge , 
fit at meat 13 the 1dols Tempie ((aith the Apoitle) 
ſhall rot the Conſcience of him that u weak, be em- 
belaned to eat thoſe things which are offercd to 1- 
dels ?. 1 Cor, 8.10, 1hus they think they may 
co the very {ame, And 1t they happen to tall in- 
ro lome groſs fin, then they think you do as 
bad 1n another kinde , and ſo you'are a comforr 
rothem,. as 'tis ſaid Feruſalem was unto them 
of Sampria, Ezek.16. 54. That theu maiſt bear 
thine own ſhame, and matſt bee confounded im' all 
that thiuu haſt done , in that thou art « comfort to 
them. Feruſalem's ſins juſtified Samaria's;, when 
people ſee others'exceed them in finning, this 
(their own fivs hereupon ſeeming to be lefs) 
makes them frame a kinde of comfort to them- 
ſelves, which proves an eccafſion to them of fin- 
ning ſtill, more and more, Thus you are the 
occaſions by your example. | 

2. The cauſes by your inticements and allure- 
ments, or by your commands and threatnings, 
When the ſpirit is quenched, then you do nor 
onely do wickedly your ſelves , but endeavour 
to draw on others; either corrupting them by 
flatteries and fair ſpeeches, or elſe compelling 
them by your frowns and threatnings, eſpecial- 
ly, if they beſuch as are under your charge; If 
a,

a Magiſtrate have quench'd the Spirit, then he 
doth not onely praQtice evil himſelf, but require 
it (ſometimes) ro bee practiſed by others; So 
Maſters, ſo Parents. Andas for others, ti ough 
they cannot command, yetthey will argue and 
perlwade. Whenyou have quench'd the ſpirit 
in your ſelves, then you do not effe&t it in 0- 
thers; When the motions and aQings of fin 
and corruption are pleaſing in your ſelves, then 
they are pleaſing in others alſo, then (notwith- 
ſtanding you know the ap - any of God, thar 
they that commit ſuch things are worthy of 
death) yet you not onely ds 1he ſame, but have 
pleaſure in them that do them ; As they, Rom, 1. 
32, 1hus you give advantage to the wicked 
when you quench the Spirit, ſo that they may 
be, and do any thing, even what they pleaſe 
for youz Live in a ſtate of fin, and walk ina 
way of (in, and thou doft nothing to bring them 
our of it ; nay, much perhaps to further them 
init, 

SnC Tt. 5. 

At firſt indeed when thou hadſt thy firſt in- 
lightnings and awakenings:. Oh ! how zealous 
weart thou ! how forward and ative ? not on- 
ly to go to Heaven thy ſelf, but to bring on 0- 
thers? Thou weart loath to goalone, and there- 
fore weart ſtill calling upon others. Like tle 
Woman of Samara, thou lefts. thy Water por, 
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and didſt run and call thy neighbours to Chriſt, 
wenteſt about from houſe to houſe, to invite 
poor ſinners, telling them of fin, and of Chriſt, 
ot Death and Judgement, Heaven and Hel}, 
reaſoning with chem , and perſwading them out 
of the Scriptures. Yhou weart caretul of thy 
carriage and behaviour,leaſt thou ſhonldeſt pur 
a ſtumbling block in the way of any , eſpecially 
thy Brethren , and thoſe under thy charge, thy 
Wife, thy Husband, thy Children and Servants. 
I but now thou haſt quench'd the Spirit, the 
light and heat of thy ConviCtions is gone out , 
and therefore one may ſay and do any thing , 
(thongh never ſo nx fx Mirves the Goſpel) in 
thy company: thy Children and Servants may 
be, and do any thing in thy family, though 
they make themſelves vile , thou reſtraineſt 
them not, Time was, when thou wouldeft not 
have [uffered an idle word to be ſpoken, nor 
the Name of God to be rakenin vain; thou 
couldſt not endure fooliſh talking and jeſting , 
but wouldſt preſently check it , wouldſt have 
no fellowſhip with unfruicful works of darkneſs, 
but rather reprove them z I but now 'ris other- 
wiſe , thou haſt not a word to ſay againſt them, 
Time was, when thy carriage and behaviour was 
{ſo exact and uniforme , that it had a kinde- of 
awe upon the ſpirits of looſe and vain perſons , 
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behave themſelves unſeemly in thy preſence. 
I, but now 'tis otherwiſe, For what du the men 
of the world ſay among themſelyes 2 O (faics 
one) if ſuch an one ſhould know of this wee dO 
now, he would be angry : I knew him ſeyeral 
years agoe , how ſtrict and preciſe he was, how 
exat and circumſpeR , therefore ſure hee will 
diſlike it; No (fates the other) never fear, hee 
will not 4:ſl:ke it, tor what- ever- he was hereto- 
fore , yer ſince, there is a great alteration, *Tis 
true, he is a Profeſſor ill, bur he 1s not the * * 
man that he was , he is not ſo ſtrift, he isnor. 
ſo preciſe and ſcrupulous, one may naw ſay and 
do any thing in his company ; he will play the 
go00d-fellow as well as one of us, theretore he 
will not be agaiaſtir, hee can endure tt well e- 
nough.

Oh think upon this , my Brethren, This is 
the efte&t of your quenching the ſpirit. Fohx 
Baptift was ſuch a ſhining and buraing lighe, thac 
Herod teared him. He feared Fohn the Text ſaies, 
becauſe he knew him to be a juſt man , and hedid 
many things. So 'tis with others; while they 
keep their lamps ſhining and burning, as they 
ought. O there is a kinde of majeſty in holinels; 
It you did bur keep this fire of che ſpirit burn- 
ing, then you would cicher win upon wicked 
men, or wound them, you would either draw 

them, 
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them, or daunt themz So that they ſhould nor 
dare to be ſo vile in your preſence, in your Fa- 
milies, as elſe-where, While Foaſb lived with 
Fehojada, he did that which was right inthe 
eyes of the Lord, all his daies, 2 Chron, 24. 2, 
So while you were ſpiritual, and zealous, and a- 
ive, thoſe that were with you did chat which 
was right , they durſt not do otherwiſe in your 
company., in your Families: and whence was 
this, but from your care not to quench the ſpi- 
rit ? I, burnow'tis otherwife , thou art grown 
carnal , and worldly, and vain, and ſortith, and 
ſo all ſorts have an advantage to do wickedly , 
and thou doſt nothing to retorm it,

Now ſee what a vile thing this is, that any 
ſhould have ſuch an advantage to fin, through 
thy quenching of the ſpirit, Shouldſt thou not 
do what un thee lies to ſave ſouls, and doſt chou 
nor care that they be damned? Through thy 
knowledge ((aith the Apoſtle) ſhall the weak Bro- 
ther periſh , for whom Chriſt dyed ? 1 Cor, 8.11. 
So ſay I, through thy quenching ot the {pirit , 
ſhall the weak, the ignorance, carnal brother, (i- 
ſer, wife, childe, ſervant, dye tor whom 
Chriſt dyed? Is it not enough that thou wilt 
damn thy ſelf, but thou wile al{» damn others 
too?

And art not thou a wicked Father, a wicked 
Maſter, a wicked Profeſſor , that wilt give ad- 
vantage to thy Children, Servants, Brethren, to 
do wickedly £ Oh conſider, ſhouldſt thou nor 
hinder them all that thou canſt > ſhouldſt thou

Thou 
viveſt men adyantage of murdering themſelves, 
becauſe thou giveſt them advantage of doing 
wickedly, Thus you ſee the firſt particular, Ic 
gives advantage to the men of the world to do 
wickedly themſelves,

2. It givesadvantage to them to draw you 
to do wickedly with them, 

I. Hereby they have advantage to tempr 
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that they ſee the ſpirit quenched in you. How 
ſeldome is it, that a chaſte Woman is meddled 
with , till ſhe begin to grow light and wanton, 
and proclaims by her attyre, and carriage , and 
behaviour, what will pleaſe her © ſo how ſel- 
dome it is that a Profeſſor is meddled with, while 
he is ſtedfaſt in his praftices , according to his 
principles 2 but when he begins a little to yeud , 
then the adverſaries try to win him. When a 
mans ſpirit fails, every one will ſer upon him, 
What's the reaſon thou art ſo continually 
haunted, and followed up and down by evil 
company 2 Why do they ſo hang after thee,and 
delight to bein thy company £ Oh conſider, is 
it not becauſe the ſpirit is quenched 2 becauſe 
they ſee thou art not ſo zealous ,' and fervenc, 
as ſometimes thou ſeemedſt ro bee? Oh if thou 
weart ſpiritual 'and ſerious, they would not care 
for thee, they would not come near thee, Did 
Ahab care for Michaiah 2 would he have ſenc 
for him; had not Fehoſhapbat urged him s Why 
no more would they care for thee , or ſend for 
fhee., weart thou luch an one as he was. Bur 
thou art yeelding, and plyable, and therefore 
it is that they follow thee, Would the Tem 
ter ever ſpeak unto thee (as he doth) the (e- 
cond time, to. go with him to the Ale-houle, 
to the Play-houſe, hadſt chou denyed the firſt? 
Would hee ever trie to make thee drunk, if 
hee

whom hath the man of fin the advantage, to 
make them believe alie, but of ſuch as quench 
the ſpirit? ſee 3 Theſe 2.

2. To ſeduce you to wicked pratices, Who 
are they that have their converſations: according 
to the courſe of this world, but the children of 
diſobedience, z. e. thoſe that quench the ſpirit ? 
Epheſ.2. 2. Hence it is that you live to the luſts 
of men , and do the will of the Gextvles. 1 Pet, 
4+ 2, 3. Oh conſider, what is the:reafon thar 
thou art afraid of man , that thou hankereſt 
after ſtrange Lovers, that .they can make thee 
do any thing, that thou boweſt down thy ſoul 
ro thoſe that-ſay , bow down that wee may go 
over. Now ſee what a vile thing” this is. The 
time paſt may 'ſuffice , ſaith the Apoſtle, What'? 
will ye begin again? 1f 1 yet pleaſed mes , faith 
Paul, then, notwithſtanding mine Apeſftleſbip, 
notwithſtanding all my Preaching, &c. 1 were

2. To the things of the world. It gives great 
advantage to the things of che world, as honors, 
pleaſures , profits, and thoſe things, vis, hou- 
ſes, lands, money, merchandize, meats,drinks, 
andthe like , out of which they ariſe. Theſe 
have a mighty advantage uponſame , and upon 
all,; even the beſt in ſome caſes, vis, thoſe 
wherein the ſpiric. is quenched, For the ſpirit 
being quenched, .Juſts and corruptions are kind- 
led, and Juſts and corruptions being kindled , 
the things of the world have ſuch an adyantage, 
as that they prove, not only very: tempting, but 
very prevailing things : in ſomuch, that they 
bring men to be, and to do any thing, though 
never (o vile, for the getting; ot them , and 
tor the keeping of them , when: they have got- 
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ten them, Satan and his inſtraments, they 
Tempt effc:ently, and the things of the world 
objeFrvely ; as being objects and baits ſuitable 
co mens Luſts and Corruptions, As the bair 
cempts the fiſh, ſo that when ne ſees it, he can- 
not torbear, bug will preſently bite and ſ{wal- 
lowit down , though it coſt him his life : So 
the things of the world , when they are preſent. 
ed ſuitable rtoa mats luſts and corruptions, that 
are predominant in him, they ſeem fo pleaſing 
and deſireable, that he cannot be ſatisfied with» 
out them , but will have them if ir be poſſible, 
though it coſt him his eternal ſalvation, As Zve, 
when the ſaw, &c. and Achan, &e,

At firſt God made man above the world, he 
made him to have dominion over the works of 
his hands : he put all things under has feet, all 
Sheep and Oxen, yea, and the beaſts of the 
field , the fowl of the aire , and the fiſh of the 
Sea, and whatſoever paſſeth thorow the paths 
of the Sea, Pſal. 8. 5,6, 7, 8. v. Thus it was 
at firſt, man was above the world ; but now 'tis 
otherwile; fin hath made the world to be above 
man, and he is brought into bondage to it : the 
honours, pleaſures, and profits of the world, 
have dominion over him, and thoſe things, viz. 
houſes, lands, money, merchandize , meats and 


drinks (ay was ſaid before) out of which they 
I ariſe, 
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ariſe, do prevail over him,and carry him away 
captive, So that, the world hath not onely a 
tempting, but a prevailing and over-powring in- 
fluence; and ſuch an influence it hath over the 
whole may, over all the powers and faculties of 
the ſoul, and over all the ſenſes and members of 
the body. Over all the powers and faculties of 
the ſou] , as upon the Judgement, 4 gift blindes 
the eyes, Exod. 23.8, upon the thinking facul- 
Ly, ——who mide earthly things, Phil, 3, 19, 
upon the affections ; as love, the love of money, 
& the root of all evil, 1 Tim, 6. 10, delire, 
—— which ſome having coveted after, they have 
erred from the faith, ibid. joy, which rejoyce in 4 
thing of nonght , <A mos 6,13, upon the will: 
they that will be ich, 4 Tim, 6.9. Fames 4. 13. 
upon all the ſenſes, and members of the body , 
as the tongue , that talketh of the world, The 
are of the world , therefore ſpeak they of the tal 
1 Fobn4. 5, the ear, and the world heareth them, 
#b:4, the hands they labour tor the things thar 
periſh, and the eyes behold them , Why wilt 
thou ſet thy eye upon that which is not, Prov. 23, 5, 
In all which reipe&s, the world is the World- 
lings God , and covetouſneſs is {aid to be Ido- 
latry.

(lates one) I have a Farme, and another I have 
a yoak of Oxen , and a third, I have a Wife, 
all had ſomething or other of the world, that 
letted them, and therefore for their parts they 
could not come, 

3- That men are inflaved and enyaſlalled 
co the hamours and wills of thoſe that have 
much of the world, Hee that i rich hath many 
friends , Prov. 14. 20, he is able to do them 
a courteſie, and to help them with the things 
that their hearts are ſer upon, and therefore 
they reſpet them , and hang after them more 
than orhers, 

4. That men make ſhip-wrack of Faith, and 
a good Conſcience, 1 Tim. 6. 10. For their 
own ends,they will keep company with the peo- 
ple of God , and make a great profeſſion, bur 
when they have compaſled their ends, and there 
is no more to be got that way, then with Demas 
they forſake the Goſpel, and the Protellors

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thereof, and embrace this preſent world, 

5- That men are ſuch upholders of ſuperſti- 
tion, andcontenders for it; becauſe by this crafi 
we have all our gain , faith Demetrias, 

6. Thar perſons negle& Sermons, and for- 
ſake the aſſembling of themſelves : They are 
careful and troubled about many things, #2, 
worldly chings, things in the Family, things in 
the ſhop, in the field, and therefore neglect the 
one thing neceſſary. Ina word, hence itis, 

7. Tharmen betray Chriſt with Fudas, cry 
out Crucific him, with the Fews, and condemn 
him with Plate.

You fee then what an advantage the world 
hath upon ſome, and that through the power 
and prevalency of their luſts and corruptions, 
Therefore they are called Porldly lfts : Tit. 2. 
I3.——texching us that denying ungodlineſs, and 
worldly laſts, we ſhould live ſoterh , and righteouſly, 
and godlily in tha preſent world. Mark it,beloved, 
they are called worldly luſts, and they are fo 
called , becauſe they are atter worldly things, 
This is true , not onely of ſome luſts, bat of 
all luſts whacſoever. For though 1n a ſtrict ſenſe, 
ſome are called luſts of the fleſh;, others, luſts of 
the minde, and of che eye; principally in reſpeR 
of the ſubje of chem, wherein they are, yetin 
a large ſenſe, all of tkem are worldly Juſts, in 

reſpe& 
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reſped of the object of them, upon which they 
are, becaule the things of the world are the ob- 
jets of them, Of them it is that men make pro» 
viſion for the fleſh , to fulfil the Luſts thereof, 
Row. 13. 13, 14, Hence the things of the world 
are called Luſt, 1 _ 2. 16, 17. becauſe they 
are the objects of luſt , thoſe things chart luſts 
run out inordinately upon, ſo that when cor- 
ruption is ſtirring , it will never be quiet, ill ir 
have ſatisfaction in them according to its luſts,

Now whence is it that luſt and corruption 
hath ſach a preyalency , but from quenching of 
the Spirit © That giyes advantage to corruption 
(as you heard formerly) and by giving advan- 
tage to. corruption, it gives advantage to the 
world. Nothing is ſuicable to the laſts of the 
fleſh, bur rhe world , and the things of the 
world ; now when the ſpirit is quenched , luſts 
prevail, and luſts prevailing. will therefore car- 
ry a man out after worldly things, and after 
them onely. They thas are after the fleſb, do mide 
the things of the 4eſh Rom. 8. 5. and what are 
the things of the fleſh, but worldly things * But 
they that are after the Spirit, do minde the things 
of the Spirit ; So that if you were ſpiritual , it 
you kept the fire of the Spirit burning in you , 
the rhings of the world , which are the things 
of the fleſh, would notbe ſo ſuicable ro you; buc 
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the ſpirit being quenched , you are after the 
fleſh, and ſo minde nothing but the things of 
the fleſh, #, e. worldly things , to give content-

CHAP. VIII 


The fifth effefF of quenching the Spirit, It brings 


into a Conſumption, A three-fold conſumption 
that it brings mentnio, 4 conſumption of Eſtate, 
Boay, and Soul, Eſtates gotten and ſpent iz a way 
of quenching the Spirit come 10 nothing. Lifethe 
moſt excelent thing in Nature. Becauſe of mens 
quenching the Spirit God deſtrotes it, Conſump- 
tive diſeaſes ſent for this cauſe. Some conſump- 
tive diſeaſes come by fin, all come for ſin, The 
conſumption of the [oul the worſt conſumption, 
It s ſent as the other two for quenching of the 
ſpirit. 1t confiits in two things, the waſting and 
pining away of gifts, &f common grace. Guench- 
mng the ſpirit, procares it as the meritorious cauſe, 
provoking God t6inflitt it , and it works and ef- 
fes it of it ſelf. Some diſtinitions concerning 
this conſumption, 1t is either partial, or total , 
gradual, or at once. There is 4 conſumption tn 
this life, and inthe life to come.

5, T T brings intoa Conſumption, 1/«. 1. 28, 
The deſtruttion of the tranſereſſours and ſrn- 
ners,ſball be rogether,and they that forſake the Lord, 
(4,e, {lighting the voice of his Word from with- 
out, and the workings and motions of his _=_ 
rom 
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from within) ſhall be conſumed. So Iſa. 5.24. 
Therefore as the fire devonreth the ftubble, and the 
flame conſameth the chaff, ſo their root ſhall be rot- 
tewneſs, and their bloſſome ſhall go np as duſt , be- 
eanſe they have caſt away the Law of the Lord, and 
deſpiſed the word of the holy one of Urael, t. e, the 
outward word ſpoken to their ears by the Pro- 
phets, and the inward word ſpoken to their 
hearts by the Spirit. . Caſting away the Law , 
and deſpiſing the word is one way of quenching 
the Spirit (as you have heard) for thar is a caft- 
ing away and defpiſing of the tewel of the Spi- 
rit, and that muſt needs bee a cauſe of quench- 
ing it. Therefore when the Apo#tle faith , 
Dvench not the Spirit , he immediately adds , 
Deſpiſe not Propheſying , thereby plainly ſhewing 
that ro Deſpiſe Propbeſying , 1. e. the preaching 
of the aw. , Is to quench the Spirit, n Theſe 5. 
19,20, Well, but for this it is ſaid here , their 
root ſhall be 5 rottennefſs, and therr bloſſome ſhall 
£0 up as the duſt, So thar this fin of quenching 
the Spirit, brings you ſee into a conſumption.

into this three-fold Conſumption, either as the

to inflict tt, or as the effrcient and working 
cauſe; effecting and working it ta its own nature, 
As the meritorious cauſe , foit is the cauſe of 
the two former,it procares aConſumption bach 
of eſtate and body : as the meritorious and effi- 
cient cauſe too, ſo it is the canſe of the latter; 
it not onely provokes God to inflit, but effects 
and works a Conſumption of the ſoul.

3. not make fel of them for 
the Spirit , bt their luſts , God will conſume 
them by his judgements. Confider of this, you 
that have eſtates to live comfortably upon,God 
hath wates to bring you low enough in your e- 
ſtates, though you think your ſelves never ſo 
well provided againſt an evil day,

vhe former , as Satans ſpeech implies, Fob 2. 4. 
Where he asks leave the ſecond time to afflit 


Fob. Before, he had conſumed his Sheep, and: 


his Camels, and his Children, but he ſayes,now 
all this is nothing to Fob, ſo long as his body is 
not conſumed, Lite is a moſt precious treaſure, 
the moſt excellent thing in Nature, and the 
body, as Chriſt layes, is more worth than Ratment. 
Yet if men neglect the exerciſe of Grace, caſt 
the Word and Ordinances behinde their backs, 
fin againſt light, and convictions, and fo quench 
the Spirit, he will not onely conſume their e- 
ſtares, their Corne, and their Wine, and their 
Cloathes,but their bodies alſo, Dear. 28, 21,22. 
He will make bus Peftilence 10 cleave unto thee ww- 
til he have conſumed thee off the Land, and the 
Lord ſhall ſmite thee with a Conſumption, and with 
4 feaver, and with au inflammation, and with an 
extream burning, There are ſome conſumptions 
of the body that come by ſin, in the aRing of 
which, a man fins directly againſt his own body , 
8s that of Fornication, that the Apofile inſtan- 

cethin 1 Cor. 6, 18. this brings a Conſamp- 
tion, Prov. 5. 11, ——a#d thou mourn at the laſt, 
when thy fleſh and thy body is conſumed; but all 
conſumprive diſeaſes come for ſen, Iſa, 64. 6,7.

15. They laſted exceedingly in the Wilderneſs, and 
God gave them their requeſt , but ſent leanne(s into 
their ſoals, 1. e, while they inordinately defi- 
red mear for their bodies, God with-held the 
ordinary food of their ſouls; ſothat, though 
they had fat bodies, they had ſtarvling fouls, 
Thus God uſnally deals with thoſe that quench 
the Spirit, what health or ſtrength ſoever he 
ſend into their bodies, yet he ſends leanneſs into 
their ſouls, And this is a ſore evil that i under the 
Sun, which if perſons were as ſenſible of, as 
they are of the leanneſs of their bodies, they 
would cry out , as 1ſa, 24.16. My leanneſs, my 
leanneſs, woe wats me, Many Proteſlors are like 
Pharaohs 
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Pharaohs lean Kine that devoured the fat ones; 
they feed in fertile Paſtures, and devour fat Or 
dinances, tat Truths, fat Mercies, fat Duties and 
Priviledges, but yet they remain /eaz, and ##fa- 
wvoered ſtill, Neath is in their very faces, they 
ſeem to be but ſo many ſpefres, or walkiug- 
Ghoſts , they eat and drink, bur receive no nou- 
riſhment, nothing doth them good,

This Conſumption, or leanneſs of ſoul is ſeen 
in two things.

Many Profeſſors there are that have had 
gifts of Knowledee, gifts of Utterance, fo that 
they have been able to apprehend the deep 
things andMyſteries of the Goſpel,able to ſpeak 
4 word in ſeaſon, even to the raviſhment of the 
hearers z able to pray with great enlargement, 
even tothe heart-breakizg of thoſe that joyned 
with them, but for ſome ſecret Apoſtacy, and 
back-ſliding, whereby they have quench'd the 
Spirit, God hath blaſted theſe precious gifts, 
and now they are become very dall and ſtupid , 
are blinde, and not able to diſcern any thing, and 
alcogether uſelels, and unprofitable to others, 


like unſavoury ſalt, good tor nothing, but -

©.» Secoxdly , &5 their gitts are, conſutned, ſo 
are their graces, .Time was, when: they had 4 
taſte of the Heapenly gift, abundance of joy, and 
zeal, and their hearts mclted within them for 
the Commiſhon of ſin, but now their hearts are 
withered and ſhrivled up. They ſeemed*before 
to have ſome lite , but now, though they had 
a name to live, yet they are ſeemingly dead, it 
may be really ſo too. Of thele Fade ſpeaks-verſe 
12, Thus we may obſerve it in many,who ſeem- 
ed to have much of the good ſayour of the 
knowledge and grace of Cb#/ift in them, ' but 
now are become vety unſayory,having loſt their 
former ſenſe and apprehenfions of the excellen- 
cy ot Chriſl, and beamiies of Holineſs, Thus you 
ſee how quenching of the Spirit precures a Con- 
ſumption , as the meritorious caule,by provok- 
ipg God to inflict it,

It muſt be granted then that even where the

The Word is but a dead Letter, a dead word 
withour the ipirit (1: # the ſpirit that quickeneth, 
Joh 6.

Tonr fathg's did eat manna in the wil- 
derneſs and are acad\, faith Chriſt, Joh. 6. 4g. 
So it may be ſaid of thoſe that have quenched 
the ſpirit, they heard Sermons and are dead:

That thou mayeſt fee then, how this quench- 
ing of the ſpirit makes the Ordinances ineffeu- 
al; conſider, 

1. If there be noprizing of Ordinances,they 
cannor profit, but when the ſpirit is quenched, 
Ordinances are not prized. As may be ſeen in 
the Gafatians, who, when they had quenched 
the ſpirit, loſt their former apprehenſions of the 
blefſedneſs of the truths they had proteſſed, and 
of the ordinances they had enjoyed ; and hav- 
ing begun in the ſpirit, they would needs bee 
made perfect by the fleſh 

2. It Ordinances be not-minded, they cannot 
profit, Ordinances do not work as the meat 
we take, which works whether wee think of it 
or no; No, there muſt be a minding of them , 
or elſe they work not at all, Bur whea the ſpi- 

= rit 
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rit is quenched, there's no minding of the words 
or any thing that is good, bat the things of the 
fleſh only. They that are after the ſpirit do minde 
the things of the ſperit, but they that are after the 
fleſh ( having quenched the ſpirit ) minde the 
things of the fleſh , Rom. 8, 5, their mindes and 
thoughts and affections are ſo taken ap with the 
things of the fleſh, that they cannot minde the 
ehings of the ſpirit, This choaks the word, Lak, 
$.19. There's a twofold being after the fleſh. 

1. Inreſpe&t of natural conſtitution, 

2. In reſpe& of actual diſpohition, 

And then, as for Ordinances , men donot 
minde them, 

1. Before they come, to prepare for them, 

2. When they come, to attend unto them, 

3. After they be gone, to improve them. 

3, It there be no ſuicableneſs to Ordinances, 
they do no goodzbecaule then there is nocloſi 
with them, no delight in them, for all delighc 
ariſeth from ſuitableneſs, But when the ſpirit 
is quenched, there is no ſuitableneſs , but much 
contrariety, Te uncircumciſed in hearts and ears , 
Je do alwaies reſiſt the holy Ghoft, Acts 7.51. and 
therefore they reſiſted the word, 

4. If there bee no mixtare of faith, they do 
not profit, The word did not profit them , becauſe 
it was not mixed with fatth in them that heard #, 

#Heb. 4. 7. But when the ſpirit is quenched, 
there is no faith, 5s, It 
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5. If the heart benotpurged from luſts, they 
do not profit, 2 Tim, 3.6,7, therefore x Pet, 2. 
1. Fam.1.21, But when the ſpirit is quench- 
ed, there's no purging out of luſt, 

6, If Satan bee not kept out , they do not 
profit, But when the ſpiric is quenched, Satan 
cannot bee kept out, but hath free entrance, 
Therefore the Ordinance did not profit F#das, 
becauſe Satan entred , Fohn 13. 27, Then the 
Devil ſteals away the Word, Mat.13.19. 

7. If God will not work with Ordinances, 
they can do no good. But when the ſpirit is 
quenched, God will not work, Myſperit (faith

It 
i our duty to lament for every ſin, even the ſmal- 
leſt , much more for this that is ſo great, Wee 
ſhall never be ſertous in ſetting our ſelves to the 
pradtiſe of the contrary duty , of cherifhing the 
ſpirtt , will wee bee humbled for our ſin firſt in 
quenching the Spirit, Etther we ſhall not pra- 
dice it atall, or not to the end, To grieve and 
mourn for quenching the ſpirit, a ſign that it ts 
not utterly quenched, What to bee done that wee 
may grieve and mourn aright for it, 


S BCT. I, 
Have ſaid, concerning the Evil of quench- 
ing the ſpirit ( both in reſpet of the cauſes

Look 
upon the ſeveral particulars, as ſo many mo- 
tives to this dury , that as they are matter of 
lamentatioa, ſo they may bee motives to la- 
mentiog. 
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I. [tis your duty to lament every fin,though 
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never ſo ſmall, much more this that is ſo great, 
God requires we ſhould be humbled for all our 
omiſſions, and all our commiſſions, much more 
for thole whereby we have quenched the ſpirit, 
He requires wee ſhould bee humbled for every 
known fin, of wbat kinde ſoever it be; and that 
which hee requires, hee expects. Hee expects 
that when we have finned, we ſhould be hum- 
bled for our fins; it not, he complains, as Fer. 
44+ 10. They are not humbled even to this day, 
neither have they feared, nor walked in my law, nor 
in my ſtatutes, that I ſet befoit you, and before your 
fathers. Oh let not God have occaſion to com- 
plain in this manner of any of us, Let him not 
complain firſt of our fin, and chen of our not 
being humbled for our (inzchat we have grieved 
his ſpirit, and yer our ipirirs are nor grieved tor 
it; that we have grievcd him firſt by quenching 
of the ſpirit , and then gricved him again, by 
our not grieving for it. Firſt God expected 
that we ſhould bave cheriſhed the gitts,aad gra- 
ces, and good mations of the ſpiritin u+z bur 
we have many waies quenched them , by with-

27. 10, Will he delight himſelf inthe Almighty ? 
will he alwaies call upon God ? And Gal. 4 15. 
Where is the bleſſedneſs ye ſpake of ? Fo# 3 fit he 
will cheriſh the good motions of the ſpirit, fol- 
low his convictions, perform duties , attend or- 
dinances, there is ſome ſweetneſs and blefled- 


neſs in theſe thingsz but within a while, all vas 
niſherh 
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niſheth 2nd comes to — and then hee is 
the ſame, it not worſe than before. Thus it is 
wich choſe that _ to reform , before they 
be throughly humbled, and brokenin their ſpi- 
rits for their former lin, they are in continual 
danger of relapſing.

It is a thing of frequent and common obſerva. 
tion, that in times of danger and tronble, as in 
ſickneſs , and in great diſtreſs, when men have 
more than ordinary and ſtrong convidtions, and 
troubles, and fears upon their ſpirits, then they 
will purpoſe, and promiſe, it may be vow unto 

God, and thoſe that come about them , that if 

they live and eſcape,they will never fin, againſt 
their convictions more,as they have done, while 

they live; never negle& duties and ordinances , 
never run upon occaſions, and dally with temp- 
tations, never negle& and diſobey rhe motions 


of the ſpirit, as they have done, any more. Burt 


within a while , all theſe purpoſes and promiſes 
are forgotten, as if they had never been made;

caſt on all the water you can get, &c. why you 
ſhould bee much more ſtirring to quench this 
fire. It's the fire of bell, and it will never leave 
burning (it ir be not quenched) till it burn dewn
